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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication entitled fuckingmachine.qt is classified as: 

Unrestricted: Suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. 

The computer moving image file is an excerpt from a larger artwork, downloaded from a website. 
It has a running time of 7 seconds, and contains an animated drawing of a sex machine in which a 
manhas sex withwomenwho circle in front of him. The drawings are stylised. While some 
viewers may see the publication as dehumanising women, and perhaps men, the publication has 
limited visual impact and this effect is likely to be mild. It is extremely unlikely that the publication 
will be made available to children or young teenagers, as the website on which it is available is 
pitched at a specific audience of people interested in the work of a New York artist. Any younger 
viewer that did happen to view the publication is more likely find it humorous, than be disturbed 
or upset. The publication's content is also too brief, insignificant, and stylised, to extend children's 
knowledge of sex to an extent that is harmful to them. The publication's unrestricted availability is, 
therefore, unlikely to be injurious to the public good. 

An unrestricted classification does not interfere with the freedom of expression set outin sl4 of 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
